mona the meinbers and quencheth the blod ,

Such men hauc a ſubtile wit. but it is 
readier to euill then ro god: a ſtedlaſt loke 
commech of too great and ſte dſaſt cogitation, 
and oftentimes of a deſire they haue ts de⸗ 
ceiue. Thep that haue a locke like woꝛnen, are 
ſhoꝛemaſters and withont ame: for that dif 
poſitton commeth vato chem by luch a come 
lexion as women haue. Then a mam lems 
eth as though he were a childe, {a that his 
face and eves be alwales ſmiling, it is a ſigne 
that be Gall be of a long and merry life. Mer⸗ 
ry and laughing eves, with the reſt of thetace. 
detokeneth flatterv, lecherv. and bachbitung: 
the cies that be as it were yellow ſigniũe cri 
elty and deteit, as it appearcth wel. enough in 
Wa wdes, and Murthererg: this colour coin⸗ 
meth of a choler ratgning and aduſt. Little 
eyes ſigniſie malice, foiip ant weakeneſſe ma 
man. The hollowneſſe of the eies eommieth 
of a dꝛyth, vhich dꝛieth vp the muſclea, and li⸗ 
gaments,uhcreof enſuoeth a contradiction in 
che inward paris, and that the inen 9 — 
nech

mech bꝛaineleſſe. The eyes that are of diners 
colours, and dim in the ball of them betoken 
foliſhneſſe. The bolting out of the eyes doth 
repꝛeſent diuers obieds, whereby it commeth 
to paſſe, that the man is confuſe with diuerſity 
of obiects, going about to behold chem, altoge⸗ 
cher. The eves that tend vp ward ſignifie god⸗ 
neſſe. but if they be red and great tending vp⸗ 
ward, they ſigniſie wickedneſſe. And it com- 
meth of the weaknes of the bꝛaine, vhich is 
very moiſt and not temperate. The cleuati- 
onof the epes comincth by accident, foz the 


tauſe of it ts to much heate. the ſigne whereof 


is ſhe red colour : whereof commeth the per⸗ 
turbationof᷑ the reſonable ſoule. As we ſce in 
the great auger ol men. The extentfon ofthe 
eyes: of the face ſhew the malice of the man: 
becauſe th it heate and dꝛineſſe bee the cauſe 
thereol. And che hot ſouic bꝛingeth commonly 
ſome cuill ſigne. The eyes that be as it were 
hid in the head, ſe further off then other, and 


ſigniſie ſuſpition, malice, anger and naughty 
conditions: they declare the man to haue a 


great memo p xſpeciaily ot iniuries: audaci⸗ 
dus cruell. full or crat̃t, a lier, vicious, a uho2es 
menger, c. When the eves are now ſhut, 
nt open, and by and by ſand ſtill. ſuch 
men haue not pet committed any crimes. 
but they haue them in their hearts. The eyes 
haue dtuer ties of colours becauſe they beg 
Diaphanes and of a rare ſubſtance and fine. 
And therfoꝛe the ſpirits of the ſight hew their 
qualities in the eve. As a woman that hath 

her 
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her flowzes ſpottech the looking glafe, and 
marrech childꝛen in the cradle. and ſometime 

hurteth whole md ſound eyes. When there be 

many apparent ſpots in the ball of the eie it is 

a ſigne of naughtmes. And yet ſhall the ſpot⸗ 
ted eye be woꝛſe if it be of diuers colours. And 

the greater che variety is, the greater is the 
heate. Foꝛ as much as the ſpots be dincrs.the 
aduſtton of the ſpirit raiſed vp, is the greater, 
thereof commeth the dinerſity of manners, x 

the multitude of vices, Andor this great va⸗ 
riety,the honeſt and commendable mdgment 
is coꝛrupted. The eyes that be red as coles, ſig⸗ 
nifie w ck. dneſſe and obſtinacie. Foꝛ by the co⸗ 
lour of fire, is ſigniſied great choller. They that 
haue meane eves enclining toward the colo 
of the ſkie oꝛ ſomuhat black, haue a ſharpe and 
piercing vnderſtanding, and be faithtall and 
courteous. Almanſor faith, that the beſt and 
moſt comendable colour of the eies is betwer 
blacke mdchangeavle, if they bee not full of 

beames, oꝛ iftherebe any rednes oꝛ pellow⸗ 
nes in them, thoſe eves declare diſcretion and 
vnderſt inding:his reafon is, becauſe thep be 
without choler oꝛ melancholy aduſt; the colour 
of the eieg. gray and black, ſpecialy ſchere be no 
ſpots, is cauſe of moyſt humoꝛs + temperate 
without aduſtion, chereof foiloweth the ſpirit 
ke vnto the nature:and ofthis ſpiritcommeth 
5 vnderſtanding + ſpeculatton:the diuers co⸗ 
| made of a moꝛe cleare viſible fp.rif. 


cherefoꝛe ſuch men are well boꝛne and great 
ſdekers of knowledge and ſcience. The ay 
er 
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fer eyes haue ſchite ſpots, oꝛ black, oꝛ red, oꝛ of 
ſome other coloꝛ: and they that haue ſuch eyes, 
are woꝛſe hen allother, and moꝛe to be repꝛo⸗ 
acd. The changeable, great, and of Alberne 
colour, if they haue lifile red ſpots very du⸗ 
fty, ſignificth the man to bee troubled in his 
minde and vicious. but yet bold x witty. Lchen 
there be little red ſpots in the eyes, and turne

ter anddarker diminiſh thoſe great vices: but 
they take them nat away altogether: the black 
ſpots oꝛ ſanguine in the biacke ball of the eye.

aud notech, that as much as p coloꝛs are moꝛe 
vehement. the moꝛe cficacy they haue.

bat if they be very maiſt, then they doe ſigniſte 
maccaificenceand wiſedome: but pet olſo with 
Wrath umd mot inkamous ſchoꝛedome.

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ball of the eye be very blacke, and cloſed in 
with the foꝛeſaid yellow colour, o2 if it ſeeme 
like gilt (as the Phiſitions ſap) it betokeneth 
the bloody fluxe in the neather parts, 

The great cycs, and long eye bꝛowes, bes 
token*th ſhoꝛt life. They that haue in their 
cies a blackiſh ſchite, are commonly great = 
ſonages and liue in great honour. The wa- 
uering and moving cyes andsharpe fignifie 
theft,vhich is attributed fo hawkes. The dꝛy 
eres and full of veines, betoken pꝛiuation of 
wit to come oꝛ pꝛeſent. The eyes compaſſed 
about with dim darkeneſſe, declare that the 
man is ſeaſoned with cuili doctrine, and that 
he is vnfaithfull and temperate: but vhen 
they ſhinne much and be withdut ſpot, it is a 
token of godneſſe.

 Whentheeycs be great and ſmiling, it is a 
ſignc ok a dull man, lecherous, and that foꝛe⸗ 
ſ&thnot uhat tall come after. Hollow cycs 
andliniling,as it were lying in wait, oꝛ to ſpie, 
ſldpetially it the cheeke, the cyc⸗bꝛowes, and the 
ps doe moue altogether, it is a ſigne of wick: 
ed cogitation, deceits, and namely, if ſome⸗ 
tinie the eve lids be ioyned together and touch 
ane another, it is a ſigne of moſt wicked 
thoughts. Sad epegarenct much to bee fea: 
red: foz they be to the cogitations ot the mobit © 
ties, md betoken ſtudy of god iciences. But if 
the eye bꝛowes and the foꝛehead be of a gad 
+ beeadthandftill,and that the eye-lids be good, 
it is a ſigne of a faithfull minde, graue and 
gentle: the ſad eves and d2p, with ſharpeneſſe 
of the foze5ead and ſtedfaſt loke, and caſting 
downe of the epe-lids,ſignifie hurt, and cruel⸗ 
ty and that man hath a rath boldneſle: they 
hat haue watry cyes,arelouersof wine and 
become bold, and ſuch men haue alwaies a 
moyſt bꝛaine and watry: they that haue their 0 
eyes very watry and running, are flepp and 
pꝛoneto lleepe: blearines 02 watrines of the 
cyescommeth of groſſe blood, and of a melan- 
coly humoꝛ, which falleth into the eye lid.

Zhe thinneſſe of 
the face betokeneth the man to be penſiue. A 
round face ſignifieth follp, and a great face 
ſignitteth ſioth. Je face that is very litle, ſigni⸗ 
ficth naughtineſſe. craft, flatferp.no liberali⸗ 
tv,. and fearefulneſſe. hey that haue a croo- 
ked lacc, are of a naughty and wicked diſpoit- 
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ot the body humane. 
tion. A long face teſtiſieth the man to be lvith⸗ 
out ſhame, and iuiurious: and that commeth 
of heate. The temvies ſwolne with great 
veines and arteries, ſignifie w2ath and anger. 
If the flethy face be ſo:nevhat thicke, and not 
veryneate, it is a ſigne of ſearefulneſſe and ot 
great folly.

It the noſe be ſhoꝛt, the mouth 
little, and the teeth ſhoꝛt and great, that com- 
meth of moiſtnefle and cold. A ſharpe noſe, a 
long necke, and the voyce faire and ſh ill, come 
of cholericke temperature. When the noſe is 
bꝛoad in the midff towards the tip, it is a to⸗ 
ken of ſuperfluitp of woꝛds, of lying, of an⸗ 
ger. haue knowne ſuch men erceeving in vv 
res, and chiefly in lyes. They that haue their 
noſe ſharpe at the end, are commonty lyars, 
hurtfull, and contentwus: foꝛ that pꝛocecdeth 
of choler. The noſe that is great at the ende, 
declareth deſirons of things, as Dren are ; 
and ſuch men couet all that they ſce, and ſpe- 
cially in carnall voluptuorſneflc; and alſo arc 
comonlp very angrv.

Il the nole be croked nigh vnto 
the foꝛehead, it is a ſigne of a man paſt ſhame 
and without honeſty. The noſtrils croked are 
aſcribed tomen of god heart. The nole ten- 
ding to the laterall part of the poſition, going 
from the girdle on the ſide of the laſt part, beto⸗ 
keneth {oinc hurt: but dinided into both the 
parts of the poſitton, it ſheweth ſickneſſe oz 
hurt, and that commeth either of the pꝛimi⸗ 
tiue cauſe, oꝛ of the cauſe going befoꝛe. The 
noſe that is in his beginning almoſt flat, beta⸗ 
keneth liberalitv; ſuch are the Lions. A red 
noſe which hath a hole at the very foundation 
andthe b:edth of it ſome that ſwelling alter 
he fai of ſtrawberries, betokeneth dꝛun⸗ 
kenneſte and ſuch men are commonly moyſt 
and echerous, ſpeciallp it that ſigne be on the 
body of mall meaſure; and this bath bene 
tried Open and wide noftrits ſigniſie readi- 
neſTe to anger. The thin and very open nos 
ffriis,bctokencrucityx diſdainefull thoughts. 
Thenoftrils chin and long ſignifie vnſtable⸗ 
ueſſe lightnefſe. And ik they bee thinne and 


ſharp, they ſigniſie quarrelling men: when ons 
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part ot the noſtrils is mixed with the fozehead, 
and taken honeſtly from the foꝛenead, and ſe⸗ 
parated by a good complexion, ſo that it be not 
too hie noꝛ too low, with ſome line deſcending. 
it is a ſigne ef conſtancy, manlineſſe and pꝛu⸗ 
dence. The noſtrils right vp, diſtemperance 
of tongue. The noſtrils that be in all things 
greater, are better then the leſſe. The little 
noſtrils are naturally aſcribed vnto ſeruile 
and bond wits, and to vniaithfull men. The 
wide noſtrils ſhew a token cf mirth and 
firength. And vhen they be very narrow, 
round and almoſt ſtopped, they betoken folly, 
Thelargeneffe of the noſtrils, the iawes fat, 
and the ſmall quantity of haire on the cherkes, 
ſignific a moyſt complexion. A thai haire that 
groweth in the noſtrils of a man bee great, 
thicke. and much, it is a ſigne of a h arb wit, 
and ſpirit vnmoueable. But if there hoe lictle 
haire and ſoft, it betokenetg gentle and caſie 
wit, and god to be taught,

T He eares are ingendꝛed of abundance of 
matter and ſuch men haue commonip a 
little necke, and faire. They be ſanguine, ſome⸗ 
uhat cholericke with groſſe blood, and ſome⸗ 
thing aduſt.

Ulhen the eares bee 
narrow and long, it is a ũgne of enuv. And if 
they be very long, they ſhew and declare an 
envious man.

bie man. Ifthemuſcic of the eares be ioyned 
mt with the fieſh of the thꝛoate, it is a ſigne ot 
folly and vanity. liable cares declare the 
p:op92tion of the heat + moyſture. The right 
caces life and full griſtles, declareth that dꝛi⸗ 
neſſc hath dominion: p cares that be like halfe 
ach ele meane and hollow, and iopned to the 
unddle, ſomewhat pꝛeſſed together toward the 
centre, ſticking nere to the head, declare the 
goodneſſe ot nature. The cares that be couch⸗ 
red cloſe foward the head, Ngnifie dull men, 
law and\1othfull. The cares that be hidden 
and fired right to the head, betoken ſloth. The 
cares that be hairy, betoken long life and a 
good hearing. che meane eares among all 
ſoꝛtg àfozeſaſd are good, and tokens of gods. 
Ak there bee any great of quantity long haire 
and chicke in the cares, it betokeneth hot con⸗ 

rage, 
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fthe body humane. 
rage, and deſireof carnall pleaſure, 


Theiudgementof the iawes and cheekes, 


M Ale bt the eminent paris vnder the eies, 
and Maxilla is the diminutive. The 
chaps bee the parts of the iawes, out of the 
ubich the beard groweth. The iawes are taken 
oftentimes fo2 the chapps. The tales ſycci- 


all declare the complerion of the man. The 


lawes, that is to ſav, the eminent <&ke of the 
bpper part of the mouth, vuth the length of the 
tawes of the part of the compaſſion, ſigniſie 
malicious men. The ſhoꝛt iawes, and not far 
froth — 5 — part of the mouth, ſigniſie ma⸗ 
lice, back biting, violence, and enup, ſpectallp 
When in thoſe parts there is no ficſh. The 
leane iawes and a thin ſubſlance, bꝛowone, oꝛ 
ſomeſqhat yellow, declare a hot and dꝛy com 
plerion. The iawes ſhat be as it were blacke 
with a purged ſubſf ace of fleſh ſignifie exceſſe 
of dꝛineſſe andcold as it appeareth in a melan⸗ 
choly man. The groſſe fleſh of the iaines, is a 
ſigne of a groſſe nature, of cowardneſſe, and 
ſometime violence The iawes that bee thin, 
betoken malignity.

The 
manth which hath a quantity in his ſituation, 
with a litile ſhutting and ſimiling eyes with 
the reſt of the face,fianifte a carnall man, alo- 
ver of daunces, and a great liar. When the 
mouth turneth in ſpeaking, it is a ſigne that it 
is inferted toith ſome cathar, oꝛ mur, as it is 
maniſkiicnough, Thelong chin declareth the 
man to be very little, ſubica to hunger, and 
ef a goodcomplexion: and pet he is ſomeſchat 
a bab ex. and a boaſter of himſelfe.

face, betoken fleſhineſſe; pet ſometime they 
be alſodeceivers,theues, and full of fraud and 
guile They that haue not redlips within,are 

e 02 very neere ſicknes. The lips of the 
mouth very great and llacke, oꝛ too much tur- 
ned outward, ſignifie ſimplictty, and readines 
to w:ath,andgrofſe wit, and flegme ruleth iy 


n. 
Thin lips and loſe in the vppermoſt parts, 
ſo that the vpperlip bowing downe to the ioy⸗ 
ning of p lips ſigniſiech magnanimity. Thin 
lips and hard, appearing abone the teeth, ſigni⸗ 
fle a beaſtiy vnderſtanding and wit, vnapt to 
be taught. The lips that be great beneath in 
the neather part betoken fooliſh men, and like 
Alles. The vpper lip very apparent to the 
ginns.ſignifie men chat loue contumelies md, 
euill ſlandꝛing, and are alwaies in b:awlin 
and controuerſies, The little lips with a litt 
mouth, ſianific weakeneſſe of the ſpirit, and 
naughty craft. he beſt manner oꝛ ſoꝛt of lips 
and mouth is when they are not too moyſt, foꝛ 
the moyſtneſſe of the mouth and lips, ſignifie 
fearefulneſſe and mal ignitv. The great blab- 
ble lips, betoken great folly, babling, and au⸗ 
dacity. The — that be neither too thick, noꝛ 
foo thin, and fometthat turned outward, ſig⸗ 
nifie ſecretnes, policy, wꝛath, and a great wit. 
The lips that bee well coloured, moꝛe thin

And the body of ſuch men are as a lampe 
withaut ople: the teeth that be full of reume, 
ſigmiie a fault in the head, oꝛ elle ef the oy

head and the lungs, thich be cauſes of a de-

J Be tongue is made to taſte and to pꝛo⸗ 
nornce wo2ds,and fo vtter the voice. The 
tongue that is turned right downe, o2 that 


ſtutteth oꝛ ſtumbleth, ſigniſieth the flix of the 


belly : they that be ſubvied to lare and flixes, 
become ſtutters becauſe ofthe matters which 
deſcendeth from the head, which entreth into 
the poꝛes af the tongues and muſcleg, whereof 
it esmineth to paſſe, that the tongue is the 
greater. and therby made bꝛeader and ſo ſhoꝛ⸗ 
ter, and therefoꝛe ſome ſtammer and ſtut. The 
tongue that is tied befoꝛe, cannot well pꝛo⸗ 
nounce wo2ds oꝛ letters. but pꝛonounceth t. in 
ſtead of ſ. and that maketh a man to ſtut.

T Þeythat haue a low voyce and graue are 
quiet men, and caſte to be ſpoken to, merry 
and well mannered, The voyce that is

J meane, the grolie voyte, and that mum ⸗ 
deth like a trumpet. The fc:ce of the voyce 
followeth the widneſſe of the veines, and the 
multitude of lpirits: all vhich things ceme 
ofheate, The men that haue a g rolle _ are

very iniurious, and are compared to Alles 
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They that haue a groſſe voicebynature,wtth- 
out foʒcing it, are ſtrong, and that is referred 
to dogs. They that haue a groſſe voice and 
founding well, are warlike and eloquent. A 
ſharpe 02 ſhꝛill voice, ſigniſieth fearefulneſſe. 
By this voice I meane a ſmall voice, and not a 

eat. The voice ſhꝛill, ſoft, and bꝛoken, beto⸗ 

neth a womanlike feare, and is attributed 
vnto them that be effcminate.The voice ſharp 
and ſtrong, declareth men to be tull of anger, 


it is the pꝛoperty of goates. A weake voice be⸗ 


fokeneth narrow arteries, and want of ſpirit, 
Wich thing come of cold. A (oft voice and not 
d2zawn oꝛ ſtretched out, betokeneth meekneſſe, 
vhichis in ſherpe: foꝛ you mult reterre and 
compare the voice, as well as all other things, 
tothe likenes of beaſts. he antiuocates. that 
is to ſap, that they ſpeak great at the firſt, and 
ſinall at the laſt, and haue a ſharpe voice, are 
full of wꝛath, and vet they be ſoone appeaſed a⸗ 
gatne and are of a gentle aiteaion. A meane 
voice in ſound and in greatnes, declar eth the 
man tobe wile, cirtumſpea, iuſt.⁊ true. They 
chat haue an vnplealant ſound of their voice, 
and diſoꝛdꝛing, are mumbꝛedamong the foles, 
hey that be haſty in their ſpeech ( ſpeciallv if 
they haue a ſhꝛill voice) are commonip wick- 
ed and great fwles, impoꝛtunate andliars:but 
if the voice be great. the man will commonly 
be angry, and of naughty nature.

The hairy man 
vhich hath blacke hatte, right and ſmothe, the 
mouth, and the chin, and the temples hairy, 
great eves 2 gliſtering. is iniurious, enclined 
to trhozedome.a louer of fraies and ſighting, 
enill tongued, Jerominus Cardanusa Hhyſitiõ 
of Millan, a man truly of great learning and 
knowledge, ſaith thus in his 12. boke de Sub- 
tilitate. Euen as all lame men are wicked, ſo 
all they which are in health, haue not good 
manners. Fo2 it is moꝛe requiſite, + there is 
moꝛe adoe to foꝛme amind without fault, then 
a body. So the moſt wicked of all other, are 
the crooke backed men, ſceing the fault of 
chem is moꝛe neere vnto the heart, which is the 
Pꝛince of all the body. Next are the blinde 
and the ſqint-eved men, fozaſmuch as nature 
hath failed abont the bꝛaine. After them come 
the dumbe and the deafe, and then the halti 
men, and after them are they that haue their 
fingers raſhioned together oꝛ too far aſunder, 
the one from the other; foꝛ nature hath failed 
in them. in members leſſe neceſſary, They 
that ve fall of warts haue the next and laſt 
nlace, and the ſcarred bodies.
